He felt that 
the U.S. position is ‘‘moral- 
istic’ and tends to ‘‘promote 
the interests of the National- 
ists at the expense . . . of the 
true national interests of the 
United States. 

“It seems that our policy 
toward Formosa, and_ es- 
pecially the offshore islands, 
has been one which has un- 
duly provoked another major 
power (Red China) . . . with- 
out any commensurate ad- 
vantage to the United States,”
